S trains go, Number 112 is just a focal—not a stream-

It leaves Third 
and Townsend Street station at 7:10 a.m, 

On this particular day it was just about leaving time when 
it was discovered there was a ‘leak in the air brake line be- 
tween the locomotive and the first car, 

A train station workman just over 5 feet, who speaks with 
an Italian dialect, came up to adjust it. He discovered the 
hose coupling was defective and a new one was needed. To 
a fayman that appeared like a major job, But this smail man 
spoke quietly to two other men; in an instant a new hose 
coupling appeared, was installed; the air was tested, and the 
train pulled out just 9 minutes after schedule time. 

A bystander said: “You did good work.” Our man looked 
up and remarked: “On that train are a couple of hundred 
men and women who work in the shipyards at South San 
Francisco; there are some who are going home after an ail- 
night shift; there ace students who must reach early classes. 
Why shoulda't J fix it quickly? You know, we are at war!” 

And thus it is there are soldiers who do not weat uni- 
forms—soldiers who are never decorated with medals. But 
with hundreds of people going to and from war efforts, the 
leaving of No. 112 is just as important as any other military 
activity; and it is casy to understand the comparative impor- 
tance of getting a bomber ready and getting No. 112 away

Many Experienced SP’ers Called From Pacific 


Lines as Officers in Military Railway Service 


YF ‘to Fort Slocum, N. Y., to start 

Army training for eventual overseas 
duty with units of the Military Railway 
Service, U.S. Army Transportation Corps, 
went 20 SP’ers during April from im- 
portant operating, motive power, and en- 
gineering positions on the Company's 
Pacific Lines. 

Headed by Lt. Col. Stanley H. Bray, 
former Western Division toad foreman 
of engines, these men (some of them 
shown on the cover of this issue), with 
three to be added from other railroads, 
comprise the officer personnel for what 
is known as the 705th Headquarters 
Company, Railway Grand Division. In 


the military railway setup this Grand 
Division functions as the headquarters 
supervisory unit, similar to SP’s General 
Office staff, and will direct the activities 
of two or more Operating Battalions and 
one or more Shop Battalions, In addition 
to the 24 officers, the Grand Division has 
98 men in its enlisted personnel. These 
mien are recruited from ranks of the reg- 
ular army. 

After a few wecks’ training at Fort 
Slocum in basic military subjects and tac- 
tics, the officers of the Grand Division 
will move to another camp, perhaps near 
New Orleans, where intensive training 
in operational practices will be cacried

idly expanding Military Railway Service. 

This is the second gtoup of SP. men 
called to action with the Military Rail- 
way Service. Last October, Lt. Col. Frank 
E. Russell, Jr., former asst. supt. of 
motive power at Los Angeles, headed a 
group of motive power and stores men 
(names on next page), most of whom 
reported to Camp Claiborne for training 
as officer personnel of the 754th Rail- 
way Shop Battalion. 

A third group, comprising officers of 
the 716th Railway Operating Battalion, 
is organized and held in reserve status, 
ready for immediate call. This unit is 
headed by Lt. Col. Rex R. Badgley, 
trainmaster at Klamath Falls. 

Thus is Southern Pacific sending into 
the Army's Military Railway Service as 
officers many of its most experienced 
operating, motive power, and engincer- 
ing personnel, a total of 37 in the two 
units already activated, and 15 in the 
Operating Battalion awaiting call. In 
addition, several men originally assigned 
to SP's railway battalions already have 
been called to fill out the compiement of

other operating and shop units, while a 
considerable number hold commissions 
in the National Pool of Military Railway 
Service officers, Also, into various trans- 
portation units of both the Army and 
Navy have gone numerous traffic experts 
from the freight and passenger depart- 
ments. Many of these commissioned 
men have long since been moved to over- 
seas operations, where hundreds of the 
nation's experienced railroaders are tak- 
ing part in the Army's gigantic transpot- 
tation task of moving materiel and sup- 
plies from disembarking ports, over such 
railroad facilities as exist or can be built, 
up to areas serving the combat zones. 

In addition to these railroaders serving 
as‘officers in the Military Railway Serv- 
ice, scores of former SP employes are 
among the enlisted personnel of operat- 
ing and shop units, Some of them en- 
listed directly into the railway battalions, 
while many were transferred to the bat- 
talions from other branches of the Army. 
Not all of them are at training camps. 
Many are already in Africa and the Mid. 
die East, giving to those war materials 
that originated in the States the final push 
that sends them rolling on to the boys 
at the front. 

“These railroaders in the khaki of the 
Military Railway Service have aa impor- 
tant job to do,” Lt. Col. Edwin W. Peter- 
son of the U. S. Army Corps of Engi- 
neers, said recently in pointing to the 
major role of railroads in the war effort. 
“But also vitally important,” he contin- 
ued, “is the tremendous job being done 
by the Joyal and experienced American 
railroaders in the blue denim who man 
the network of steel rails in the United 
States, By staying on the job and keeping 
the wheels turning, they are doing their 
part to help smash the Axis.”

set out in search of a regiment of Infan- 
try of the United States Army. 

Behind the locomotive rolled 10 cars 
of ammunition the regiment needed 
badly. Ahead stretched two rusty streaks 
the railroad people in Algeria called rails. 
Somewhere along the line the American 
troops had dug into fox holes, under 
heavy enemy fire they were unable to 
return, 

Except for one man, the train crews 
and yardmen who ordinarily operated 
the line had fled to the hills as soon as 
the Americans landed. Colonel Barrett 
and the nine others who made up the 
American crew took the lone Algerian 
along on the theory that he might be use- 
ful to talk to the natives, though he 
showed unmistakably he didn’t relish 
the trip into the battle area, 

The train started from Arzew, a tiny 
port with berths for only two ships, 
located just east of Oran, The troops 
had landed in barges, to encounter im- 
mediate enemy action, whereupon two 
American ships, loaded with supplies, 
pulled into the berths. A company from 
a Transportation Corps Military Railway 
Battalion had just gone ashore to size 
up the locomotives and cars on the line 
that ran to the pier when a courier 
chugged up oa a motorcycle and reported 
the regiment's plight.

ease. They found a little coal in the ten- 
der, but not nearly enough, so they used 
cork as substitute fuel. They found the 
cork on the pier, a quantity that had been 
brought there for shipment, and it gen- 
erated an extremely hot fire. 

The train, finally loaded, started on its 
uncertain trip in the middle of the night. 
Jt ran without lights to avert enemy fire. 
The engineer hung out of the cab win- 
dow as far as he could in an effort to 
see what was ahead, but the night was 
very black. The fireman shoveled cork, 
The trainmen kept rifles in hand, for it 
was probable that the rails that twisted 
and turned up the grade from the port 
would stretch into enemy country. 

About four miles from the port the 
engineer heard a voice in the darkness 
alongside the track. “Halt!’ came the 
command in unmistakable American 
English. The train came to a stop. The 
soldiers jumped out of the fox holes and 
ran to the loaded cars. They broke open 
the cases and took the ammunition they 
needed, all the while under enemy fire. 

The cars were unloaded by daylight 
and the ‘train started back to Arzew when 
suddenly two airplanes appeared over- 
head. At first the crew thought they were 
friendly, but this proved not to be true. 
They ‘were Italian craft with markings 
changed so they appeared to be’ British:

Three Months’ Operating Results - 


OR the three months ended March 31, 

1934, Railway Operating Revenues of 
Southern Pacific Transportation System 
amounted to $137,703 738, or $44,270,- 
938 more than the revenues for the same 
period of 1942; a 47% increase, 

During the same period Railway Op- 
erating Expenses wete $79,539,466, or 
$19,087,202 more than the expenses for 
the same period of last year; a 32% in- 
crease. 

Federal taxes, including $19,805,047 
for Federal income taxes, amounted to” 
$23,561,057, and other railway tax accri- 
als to $3,722,004; a total of $27,283,061, 
or $15,653,953 more than such accruals 
for the first three months of last year. 
After deducting taxes and $5,478,871 of 
net rentals for use of equipment and 
joint facilities, there was left Net Rail- 
way Operating Income of $25,401,840, 
or $8,499,007 more than the net railway 
operating income for the same period of 
1942. 

Out of Net Railway Operating In- 
come, and Other Income consisting of 
dividends and interest on securities 
owned, rentals and miscellaneous income, 
must be paid the interest on bonds and 
equipment trust notes in the hands of the 
public, and other fixed charges. For the 
two months ended February 28, 1943, the 
final result was a Net Income of $11,791,- 
829, which compares with a net income 
of $7,109,245 for the same period of 
last year.

Genl. Claims Agent Ends 


Long Rail Career 


OMPLETING a railroad career of 

forty-four years, the last ten years as 
general claims agent for Southern Pacific, 
Fred W. Bower retired on pension, April 
30, at the age of seventy. 

A vatiety of early. training in clerical, 
station and train service positions, pro- 
vided Mr. Bower with a knowledge of 
railroad operations that particularly qual- 
ified him for directing the functions of 
his office. His tolerant attitude and keen 
sense of fairness won for him wide re- 
spect, both within the railroad and with 
hosts of other persons in all walks of life. 

Born near Junction City, Kansas, April 
15, 1873, Fred Bower received his school. 
ing in Kansas City, and during the 
Spanish-American War was a first lieu- 
tenant with the Third Missouri Volun- 
teer Infantry. He started his railroad 
career with the Union Pacific at Kansas 
City in 1899, and was a clerk, stenog- 
rapher, brakeman and conductor with 
that road until in 1908 he became claims 
adjuster and later claims agent for the 
Kansas, Wyoming & Utah R.R. In 1913 
he was appointed claims adjuster at Salt 
Lake City for the Oregon Short Line, 
which position he held until comiag to 
San Francisco in 1918 as claims agent 
for Southern Pacific. Two years later he 
was advanced to assistant to claims attor- 
ney, and in 1933 was promoted to head 
of his department as general claims agent. 

Mr. Bower will continue to make his 
home in San Francisco, where he is a ~ 
member of the Olympic Club and affili- 
ated: with Masonic organizations.

There, as elsewhere on the 
system, they've been putting forth some 
concerted efforts that are paying big div- 
idends in limbs spared and lives saved.

ting increased attention from conscien- 
tious, hard-working patriots resolved to 
avoid accidents, to hold vital manpower 
on the job, and to keep war traffic mov- 
ing with dispatch. Drop ia at El Paso 
or Tucson, at Bayshore or Oakland, at 
Roseville, Eugene, Sparks or Ogden. Safe 
railroading is the order of the day! 
Giving constant attention to the sub- 
ject of yard safety are Safety Supervisors 
TT. J. “Tom” Denny and Ralph C. Snyder 
of the office of Superintendent of Safety 
A. A, Lowe. Both are safety supervisors 


of the Transportation Dept. dividing 
Pacific Lines territory between them. 
Just what can be accomplished in re- 
ducing accidents is shown in recent re- 
ports from Los Angeles terminal—used 
as an example only because of its size— 
that reportable accidents dropped to six 
in March and six in February, compared 
with 26 in January and 13 in December. 
“The men themselves are putting the 
pressure on the no-accident drive,” Supt. 
Lowe explains." When accidents mounted 
alarmingly at Los Angeles, for instance, 
the men quickly agreed that something

“cials, and held accidents under control,” 


Similar efforts’ are-:being’ made at 
Phoenix and Tucson, under Snyder's -di- 
rection, while Supervisor Denny is di- 
recting safety activities at the large West 
Oakland, San Francisco, Roseville and 
yards in northern-half of the system. 

Steps to reduce accidents at Los An- 
&eles Yard include increased rules super- 
vision by Examiner Bishop, whose time 
is exclusively devoted to that purpose; 
appointment of the new safety commit- 
tee, headed by Yardman Ross W. Gentry 
as chairman; use of questionnaire on the 
safety book of rules for the benefit of 
new men and students; classroom in- 
struction on rules and safety, and warn- 
ing of the hazards involved by viola- 
tions; safety meetings, personal contacts 
with the individuals out on the job, and 
correction of unsafe practices and con- 
ditions. 

Sayder’s records show that 95% of all 
accidents ate caused from unsafe prac- 
tices and only 5% by unsafe conditions. 
He said the railroad has been actively 
engaged for many years in eliminating 
unsafe conditions and “has just about 
whipped them.” 

“As far as unsafe practices are con- 
cerned,” he said, “it now rests with the 
individual. If he'll read the safety rules, 
study them closely and abide by them, 
accidents will be eliminated.” 

Denny also specializes in getting out 
among the men on the job at all hours of, 
day or night, usually spending several 
days contacting all crews on the three 
shifts before moving on to another yard. 

For example, he joined with the West- 
ern Div. yard officials in meeting with 
380 of the Oakland Yard employes in 10 
short meetings hefd in an observation car 
moved from point to point Mar. 31 to 
Apr. 5. He then made a trip to Salt Lake 
Div. for a series of meetings at Carlin, 
Imlay and Sparks and the following week

Lowe reported that unsafe 
conditions are very largely brought to 
attention and corrected through safety 
suggestions from employes. He said also 
that greater attention is being devoted 
to instructing employes in safety by the 
division examiners. Each division now 
has its own examiner.

Upon rejoining his companion airplane, they were 
immediately attacked by three enemy fighters. Gies’ furious attack sent 
one raider crashing and dispersed the two remaining enemy airplanes.” 
His fighter squadron continued on into the Dutch East indies, and before 
returning to the States Lt. Gies was chief pursuit test pilot for the AAF 
ia Australia. He has‘since married Loeta Branch of The Dalles, Ore. and 
is now stationed at the Santa Ana Army Air Base. 

‘Word that Capt. Edwin R. Bush was missing following an air raid 
over Europe came as the Bulfetin neared press time and saddened 
friends of the popular flier in the SF offices. Capt. Bush had pattici- 
pated in several of the heaviest raids over Germany and Axis targets 
in France. He held the Army air medal and had just recently been 
advanced to captain.

RAISE for outstanding achievement 

in the prevention of accidents was 
Biven Sacramento General Shops’ e¢m- 
ployes by B. M, Brown, gencral super- 
intendent of motive power, at a mass 
rally, April 6, in presenting the “shops 
with a bronze plaque for establishing the 
best safety record in 1942 over vast 
Pacific Lines. 

Superintendent of Safety A. A. Lowe 
of San Francisco introduced Brown and 
likewise praised the Sacramentans “for 
an outstanding safety performance.” 
A. B. Wilson, superintendent of motive 
power, Sacramento, accepted the plaque 
from. Brown, and in turn presented it 


to H. C. Venter, shop superintendent, 
both paying tribute to the men and 
women for their’safety consciousness. 

“Aside from the injury suffered and 
time lost to the individual and his 
family from accidents,” Brown said, 
“we have now the added importance of 
a duty and obligation to our country. 
This war involves all of us, for the 
Southern Pacific is servine the area that 
includes the first line of defense and 
major embarkation ports along the Pa- 
cific Coast, 

“We need every ‘locomotive and unit 
of equipment we can secure for trans- 
porting the immense traffic. To keep

this equipment in serviceable condition 
requires men and man-hours and the 
best efforts of all. Man-hours lost from 
any cause cannot be replaced. However, 
they can be reduced. Those from vol- 
untary absenteeism by appeal to the in- 
dividual; those from sickness by prompt 
medical care and nursing; those from 
accidents and personal injury by active 
safety education and practice, 

“These awards spesk well of your 
efforts and accomplishments. Mr. Wil- 
son, I am honored on this occasion to 
present to you on behalf of the South- 
ern Pacific Company, this bronze plaque 
for outstanding achievement in the pre- 
vention of accidents in 1942." 

Lowe reported that the Sacramento 
Shops had the lowest frequency ratio 
per million man hours worked of any 
of the three general shops — Sacra- 
mento, Los Angeles and El Paso—for 
the years 1940, 1941 and 1942, and also 
cartied off the bonacs for other years 
in the past. He reminded Sacramen- 
tans that for the years 1941 and 1942 
the Sacramento General Shops not only 
had the best safety record of the gen- 
eral shops, but also had the lowest 
ratio for any of the 17 divisions, stores 
or other system units, Sacramento, there- 
fore, continued as custodian of the 
farge system plaque first awarded to the 
Telegraph Dept. in 1940, and if it wins 
in 1943, making three consecutive years, 
will retain the award permanently. 

Lowe reported no deaths occurred 
in the Sacramento shops in 1940, 1941 
or 1942, and reportable injuries were 
13, 22 and 17 for the three years.

Before the war its activities 
were very modest, indeed. But right now, and for months 
past, it has been one of the really hot spots oa the SP. 
How many tons of vital wat materials and what kinds, or 
how many thousands of troops have been handied through 
Planepott is, of course, 2 military secret. But the volume has 
been enormous, for Fort Bliss and Biggs Field are focal points 
of one of the nation’s really great training areas. Planeport’s 
story can be told in full when victory is finally ours, just as 
the story of SP’s vast operations and services to other military 
and naval establishments must await the end of the war.
